It is quite clear that the Jap- 
anese Government is not worrying about 
the U. S. market being closed to it, what- 
ever other countries may do. The infer- 
ence may also be drawn that if the United 
States refuses to join in a boycott there 
will be no boycott, whatever Japan may 
do.

MORE LAURELS FOR ALBERTA 


To its previous honors in grain and 
stock, Alberta added that of “sweeping 
the boards” at the Toronto show in the 
Hereford classes. 

That is perhaps the most spectacular 
demonstration yet made of the way in 
which Alberta has “come back” as a 
stock-growing country since the collapse 
of wheat prices and the revival of the ex- 
port cattle trade to Britain turned the 
farmers’ attention from wheat to stock. 
What has been happening in the case of 
Hereford cattle in southern Alberta has 
been happening in degree on farms all 
over the province in respect to stock gen- 
erally. In the reversion to mixed farming 
the Alberta farmer is paying attention to 
quality. 

Nothing could give brighter promise to 
the stock-growing branch of agriculture 
in this province. The British market is 
our only export cattle market, It is both 
distant and discriminating. There is little 
money to be made raising scrub cattle and 
paying freight on them across the Atlan- 
tic ocean, The steer that will bring the 
highest price in return for his board bill 
is the only one it is worth while growing 
for the British market. 


MILLIONS FOR IMPROVEMENTS 


During the first ten months of the pre- 
sent year contracts were given in Canada 
for new construction amounting to near- 
ly $280,000,000, About one-quarter of this 
sum has been spent and is being spent in 
the erection of new homes. 

That is another corrective for the de- 
lusion that this Dominion is experiencing 
hard times, Undoubtedly they are hard 
in comparison to those of some former 
years’; but when ten million people have 
that amount of money to spend in per- 
manent improvements and in plant for re- 
productive industry in one year, they 
would have to present some pretty strong 
evidence to convince an unprejudiced out- 
sider that they are really in serious plight.

NO TIME TO INCREASE TAXES 


The organizations of Alberta motorists 
leave no doubt as to where they stand on 
the question of an increased tax on gaso- 
line, In the traditional language appro- 
priate to such circumstances, they make 
plain that they will fight any proposal of 
that kind “from the drop of the hat” to 
“the last ditch” 

That also makes plain what kind of a 
reception any other ne w tax proposal, pro- 
vincial or federal, would be like ly to get at 
this time. If the mere sggestion of a new 
levy on gasoline, used largely and perhaps 
mainly for pleasure, raises a storm, the 
imposition of additional taxation on any 
necessity of life or upon earnings could 
only be expected to start a veritable tor- 
nado of popular protest. 

Governments which are wise will keep 
clear of new taxing devices until the finan- 
cial conditions improve. What with exist- 
ing taxation, relief appeals, public loans, 
and depressed income, the taxpayers of 
this as of other provinces have about 
reached the limit of endurance, if not of 
ability.

CROWS LEAVE 
BY PLANE FOR 
MEDICINE HAT 


Professor Rowan, U. of A..,| 
Will Turn Birds Loose 
Today 


Making a flight de luxe by aero- 
plane to Medicine Hat, Alberta, will 
give some 200 crows “caws” to worry 
today, for on arriva) in the city where 
all the weather is supposed to come 
from the crows willbe turned loose, 
black blots on a snowy landscape, to 
shift’ for themselves. “And after that, 
what happens to them: all depends on 
the direction they take, and it will be) 
just too bad ‘for some of them if they, 
come north. / 

The birds are the ones with which 
Professor W. Rowan of the University 
of Alb¢rta has been conducting ex- 
periments to determine if sunlight 
and daylight’ acting on certain bird 
g’ands play any part in their migrat- 
ory habits. The theory is that under 
certain artificial conditions the birds 
would find their migratory instinct all 
turnéd round and would fly north in- 
stead of south after bejng given a 
dose of artificial sunlight over » period 
of time. The crows which are being 
flown south today from the Edmon- 
ton airport have all been living in 
brilliantly lighted cages, the hours of 
light being gradually extended until 
the birds are now régular night owls 
and are ready to prove whether the 
theory is right or wrong 
CAN BE TRACED 

Last year a similar experiment was 
only partially successful, the crows! 
being released in Edmonton ard 
either dying or going ‘north into dis- 
tricts. where the experiment hadn't 
been heard of or where there was no 
settlement so that they could be 
checked on. By releasing the birds 
at Medicine Eat Edmonton will be on 
their line of flight if they come nogh 
and the district between Edmonton 
ard Medicine Hat being well settled 
the flight of the birds can be traced 
whe'her they go north or south. The 
birds are all banded, and as they 
have had differing lengths of time in 
the artificial light treatment, ihe 
theory can be: tested out sufficiently 
well to enable the professor to arrive 
at definite conclusions. 

As there is no closed season for 
craws and the tags call for monetary 
remuneration an invitation is being 
extended to all gunners and delvers 
into the mysteries of nature to assist 
the good work by potting any crows 
seen in the next few days no matter 
in;.what direction they're heading. 
Mark the time, and the place, and say 
in what direction the bird was flying 
before sending it to Professor Rowan 
at the University of Alberta. It may 
be bad Juck for the crow but it will 
be good luck for you.
